2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A review of applicants' arguments in amendment filed on October 20, 2005 and a 
review of the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach a product 
labeling system comprising a barrier film having an outer ply and an inner ply, and a 
label having a first ply supporting a layer of printing and a second ply supporting an 
adhesive layer, the first ply of the label is mounted on the second ply of the label such 
that the second ply has an exposed area of adhesive that is located beyond the first 
label ply, both said first and second ply of the label are mounted adjacent to the inner 
ply of the barrier film with the exposed adhesive of the second ply that bonds the label 
to the inner ply without obstructing the view of the printing layer such that the first ply is 
sandwiched between the second ply and the inner ply, and that the printing on the first 
ply of the label is visible through both the plies of the barrier film. The barrier film is 
defined as a two-ply wrap with the inner ply being the ply that positions that label 
between itself and the product. The print supporting ply can be a liner backing such as a 
release liner. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that 
the instant claimed invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art.
